Parade of Sail draws huge crowds to Halifax Harbour

Brenda Martinelli has not 
seen any tall ships since 
they first sailed into the 
Halifax Harbour in 1984. 

“It is great to see them 
again,” she said yesterday 
on the city’s waterfront. “It 
is a huge treat.” 

Martinelli worked at Hali¬ 
fax’s first Tall Ships Festival, 
some 25 years ago. But a 
few years later Martinelli, 
who grew up in Halifax, 
moved to Whitby, Ont. She 
returned to Halifax with 
her daughters Allison, 11, 
and Lauren, 8, this year 


• The Kruzenshtern, the 
largest vessel at the event, 
anchored the parade. The 
ship is 51 metres tall, which 

specifically to see the mag¬ 
nificent vessels once again. 

“They’re so cool,” said 
Lauren, jumping into the 
air after an impromptu 
canon launch. 

Led by Nova Scotia’s own 
Bluenose II, the Parade of 
Sail drew thousands to the 
brims of the Halifax and 
Dartmouth waterfronts yes¬ 
terday. Everyone from 
tourists to business people 


would reach about the 
halfway point of Fenwick 
Towers, the tallest building in 
Nova Scotia. 

on their lunch breaks came 
out to watch the historic 
event. Some lucky specta¬ 
tors were situated on 
rooftops and balconies, but 
the best view was from the 
middle of the harbour, 
where a cluster of boats 
filled the inner circle of the 
passing vessels. 

In the end, 41 tall ships 
cruised by the Dartmouth 
side of Georges Island, 


turned at the Angus L. Mac¬ 
donald Bridge, waved the 
Halifax port goodbye, and 
headed out to sea. 

Mayor Peter Kelly was giv¬ 
ing out Halifax Regional 
Municipality pins on his 
way to the Parade of Sail re¬ 
ception. 

“I’m just trying to make 
sure everyone is having 
fun,” the mayor said. 

Martinelli said she had 
one hope for this year’s 
event. 

“I remember last time the 
sailors got all up on the 
masts to wave goodbye,” 
she said above the bustle of 
a crowded wharf. “I hope 
they do that today.”

Was Hyde 
warned 
by cops?

inquiry The inquiry into 
the death of Howard Hyde 
learned yesterday a police 
report planned for Hyde 
to be charged with 
assaulting a police officer. 

The report written by 
Const. Ben Mitchell said 
Hyde, who was Tasered by 
police and later died in 
November 2007, had 
repeatedly ignored police 
demands. 

But during cross-exami¬ 
nation of Mitchell by Hyde 
family lawyer Kevin Mac¬ 
Donald, surveillance tapes 
were played showing no 
warnings were said. 

“I’m going to suggest to 
you sir that there were 
never any demands made 
of Mr. Hyde to stop resist¬ 
ing and give you his 
hands, let alone several. 
Would you agree with 
me?” MacDonald said to 
Mitchell during the 
proceedings yesterday. 

Mitchell: “After watch¬ 
ing that (security footage), 

I would.” 

MacDonald: “No, but at 
the time why would you 
say this in your report?” 

Mitchell: “That’s what I 
believed to be true at the 
time. When I made this 
report I didn’t have the 
luxury of being able to 
watch the video and pause 
it each step along the way. 
This is what I believed to 
be true when I wrote it.” 

MacDonald: “I’m going 
to suggest to you that you 
said it to justify the use of 
the Taser.” 

Mitchell: “That’s 
wrong.”

Captains and crews could 
not have been happier in 
Halifax, Leanne Strathdee, 
events director of this 
year's Nova Scotia Tall 
Ships Festival, said 
yesterday. 

“Everyone was so grateful 
of the hospitality Halifax of¬ 
fered,” Strathdee said. “The 
captains and crews had a 
great time, and not only at 
the tall ships event but get¬ 
ting to know our city.” 

Although 80,000 people 
were expected to come see 
the ships pulled into port 
in Halifax this summer, 
Kelly Rose, spokeswoman 
for the Waterfront Devel¬ 
opment Corporation Ltd., 
said the final tally of visi¬ 
tors won’t be released un¬ 
til August. 

On Sunday, the Halifax 
Port Authority clocked 
4,000 people buying tickets 
in one hour. 

But the event is far from 
over. Some ships are en 
route to north Cape Breton, 
and will stop at ports in 
Louisbourg, Port Hawkes- 
bury, Sydney, Lunenburg 
and Pugwash, until their fi¬ 
nal departure on Aug. 1. 


Host city 

• Previous tall ships festivals 
hosted in Halifax took place 
in 1984,2004 and 2007. 

“It gives people an oppor¬ 
tunity to see the ships in an¬ 
other community and a dif¬ 
ferent setting,” Rose said. 


In addition to spectators, 
1,200 red-shirted volun¬ 
teers, or what Rose called 
the corporation’s “sea of 
red,” helped make sure 
everything ran smoothly, 
from shipside docking to 
food services. 

Forty-one ships visited 
Halifax from over 14 differ¬ 
ent countries including the 


United States, Germany, 
Italy and Brazil, with crews 
ranging greatly in age, from 
16 to 50 years old. 

This is the fourth time in 
two decades that Halifax 
has hosted a tall ships festi¬ 
val. Strathdee said the ves¬ 
sels could sail into the Hal¬ 
ifax Harbour again as soon 
as 2012. 


Soldier at court martial recounts run to hospital 


Lawyer alleges 
police tampered 
with reports: Inquiry

Police doctored reports to 
avoid charges of excessive 
force, alleged the lawyer for 
Howard Hyde’s sister as 
more inconsistencies were 
revealed yesterday at 
the Halifax inquiry 
into the man’s death. 

According to one 
police report Hyde 
“failed to comply 
with several de¬ 
mands to stop resist¬ 
ing and give officers 
his hands.” Howard 

It was written by 
Const. Ben Mitchell, one of 
three police officers who 
struggled with Hyde when 
he was Tasered in a police 
booking office Nov. 21, 
2007. Hyde died in jail 30 
hours later. 

Mitchell’s report also 
makes note of future po¬ 
tential charges against 
Hyde for assaulting a po¬ 
lice officer. 

Hyde family lawyer Kevin 
MacDonald played surveil¬ 
lance tapes showing officers 
gave no verbal warnings to 


Hyde. Mitchell conceded 
there were no warnings and 
said the report was written 
based on his best recollec¬ 
tion of what happened. 

Mitchell also testified that 
Tasering Hyde was neces¬ 
sary because he was over¬ 
powering three police offi¬ 
cers. Mitchell de¬ 
scribed Hyde as hav¬ 
ing “the strength of 
10 men” and said he 
was physically ex¬ 
hausted by the time 
Hyde was subdued. 

But MacDonald 
said Mitchell and his 
fellow officers knew 
they had to justify 
their actions or they could 
face charges of excessive 
force. 

“I’m going to suggest to 
you Mr. Hyde had excited 
delirium and you saying he 
had the strength of 10 men 
was just an easy way to jus¬ 
tify (the Tasering),” said 
MacDonald. 

But Mitchell said officers 
felt they needed to bring 
Hyde down immediately or 
he could have gotten his 
hands on a weapon or es¬ 
caped the booking office.

military One soldier re¬ 
counted the part he played 
in carrying a dying Cpl. 
Kevin Megeney to a med¬ 
ical facility at Kandahar 
Airfield in March 2007 at a 
court martial yesterday in 
Sydney. 

Cpl. Brent Bowden ini¬ 
tially ran behind the 
stretcher holding Megeney 
so he could pick up the 
slack of other soldiers who 


grew tired in the 
Afghanistan heat. 

He carried the stretcher 
for about 50 metres of the 
200-metre trip to the Role 
3 hospital. Bowden then 
passed his position on to 
someone else so that he 
could catch his breath. 

Once Bowden caught up 
with the soldiers again, he 
noticed Megeney’s arm 
was dangling over the side 


of the stretcher. 

“I put (Megeney’s arm) 
back up on his chest. I 
tried to communicate with 
him but there was no re¬ 
sponse,” he told the mili¬ 
tary court. 

Glace Bay reservist Cpl. 
Matthew Wilcox, 24, a 
member of the 2nd Battal¬ 
ion of the Nova Scotia High¬ 
landers, is on trial before a 
four-member military panel 


facing charges of 
manslaughter, criminal 
negligence causing death 
and negligent performance 
of duty in the death of 
Megeney, 25, of Stellarton. 

Bowden was one of two 
soldiers who gave testimo¬ 
ny yesterday of the events 
that transpired following a 
gunshot in the tent lines of 
Canadian Forces 1 Platoon.

Police on hunt for shooters 

Cops seek public's help after brazen gunplay in broad daylight

Shots rang out in broad 
daylight yesterday 
afternoon on a busy street 
in the heart of Halifax. 

But Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice said they hadn’t re¬ 
ceived reports of any in¬ 
juries after responding to 
the 5900 block of Spring 
Garden Road, near Robie 
Street at about 2 p.m. They 
also hadn’t arrested any 
suspects by yesterday 
evening. 

“Four people (were) seen 
fleeing the area,” police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter said, adding in¬ 
vestigators don’t know if 
those people are potential 
suspects, intended targets 
or even innocent by¬ 
standers. 

“We’re asking the par¬ 
ties that may have been 
targeted to come forward 
and speak with police,” he 
said. 

“We have received a lot 
of co-operation from wit¬ 
nesses in the area.” 

Jason Natale, a shift 
manager at Starbucks, said 
he was walking to work in 
the sunshine when he saw 
the shooting. 

“I saw basically a guy 
just lift up his hand and 


shoot twice at two other 
guys, and the two other 
guys who got shot at ran 
down the alley. 

“It’s kind of scary to see, 
in front of crowds of peo¬ 
ple,” he told Metro Halifax. 

Palmeter said several 
other witnesses reported 
that they heard two or 
three gunshots. 

Nicole, a young woman 
who didn’t want her last 
name used, was walking 
her dog across Robie Street 


when she heard the shots. 

“I heard, Top! Pop!,’ and 
I was like, ‘that sounds like 
guns!”’ she recalled. 

Nicole said she then saw 
a man, who appeared to be 
about five-foot-six and in 
his mid-20s, run by, pass¬ 
ing her about two feet 
away. As he ran, she saw 
him stuffing something 
she thought might have 
been a gun into his pocket. 

“It’s scary,” Nicole said. 
“In the middle of the day.” 


Police officers taped off 
the area on the south side 
of Spring Garden Road yes¬ 
terday afternoon, search¬ 
ing the ground using dogs 
and a metal detector. 

Palmeter said police are 
“very concerned” about 
the very public nature of 
the shooting, adding they 
don’t want to see an inno¬ 
cent bystander get caught 
in the crossfire.

Pictou County pair: Police 


CRASH Two women ended up 
in hospital Sunday night after 
the car they were travelling in 
was hit by a truck on Sambro 
Creek Road, which sent them 
careening into a power pole, 
police say.

That statement was a 
clear challenge to the au¬ 
thority of Khamenei, Iran’s 
most powerful figure whose 
endorsement of hardline 
President Mahmoud Ah- 
madinejad’s landslide victo¬ 
ry was meant to be the final 
word on the fairness of the 
June 12 poll. 

Reformist former presi¬ 
dent Mohammad Khatami 
yesterday weighed in, call¬ 
ing for a referendum on the 
legitimacy of the govern¬ 


ment and defeated re¬ 
formist candidate Mir Hos- 
sein Mousavi called for the 
release of hundreds arrest¬ 
ed in widespread June street 
protests against the election 
result. 

“People regard with hate 
anyone, in any position, 
who wants to move society 
towards insecurity,” 

Khamenei said. 

“There are things that 
should not be said. If we say 
them, we have moved 
against the nation. This is 
now a test for the elites and 
failing in this test... means 
falling down.” 

Mousavi said it was 
wrong to accuse those de¬ 
tained after the protests to 
plots by foreign powers. It 
was unclear whether he 
made the comment in re¬ 
sponse to Khamenei’s re¬ 
marks.

Fear of violence puts pressure on Micheletti 


Honduras Honduras’ de 
facto leader came under in¬ 
creased pressure yesterday 
to return power to the oust¬ 
ed president with Europe 
halting economic aid and 
top Latin American officials 
warning of bloodshed. 

Efforts to broker an end 
to the power struggle in 
Honduras following a June 
28 military coup collapsed 
on Sunday after interim 
leader Roberto Micheletti 
rejected a proposal to rein¬ 


state overthrown President 
Manuel Zelaya. Costa 
Rican President Oscar 
Arias, the frustrated 
peacemaker in the 
talks, asked both sides 
to give him until to¬ 
morrow to broker a 
solution to the crisis. 

The European Com- Zelaya 
mission tightened the 
screws on Micheletti yester¬ 
day by suspending all budg¬ 
etary support payments to 
his government. Latin 


American leaders fear vio¬ 
lence in the impover¬ 
ished Central Ameri¬ 
can country unless 
Micheletti steps aside. 

“Insurrection and 
confrontation are not 
a good path to take, 
but I don’t think we 
will avoid it unless the 
de facto government 
shows some flexibility,” said 
Jose Miguel Insulza, the 
chief of the Organization of 
American States. reuters

s Canadians we 
think of ourselves 
as Europeanized, 
then American- 
^ ized. More recent¬ 
ly, with the waves of non- 
European immigrants, mul- 
ticulturalized. Remarkably 
and ignorantly, we never 
get below the surface. We 
overlook, Saul argues in his 
provocative and brilliant 
study, our real driving force 

— our Aboriginal moorings. 

If you don’t know and ap¬ 
preciate the core construct, 
if the foundation is disre¬ 
garded, or neglected, you 
are subject to all sorts of 



makeovers and identity 
quarrels. It’s mainly the lat¬ 
est currents that count. It’s 
not good. 

The history of North 
America, says Saul, has 
largely been written by col¬ 
onized minds with colo¬ 
nized perspectives. Three 
hundred or 400 years of 
Aboriginal history that pre¬ 
dated Europeanization is 
marginalized. In his book, 
Saul rediscovers this history 
and relates it to our present 
times. In essence, he finds 
that what was bred in the 
bone has remained in the 
bone. 

We owe much to the na¬ 
tive peoples — the idea 
that land is to be 
served not pil¬ 
laged, our notions ; 
of fairness and in- l 
elusiveness, of | 
finding a 
middle way. To¬ 
day, our claim to 
Arctic sovereign¬ 
ty is based in 
good part 
on our 
Aborigi¬ 
nals’

presence in those territo¬ 
ries. The fragility of the en¬ 
vironment, a cardinal prior¬ 
ity of the Aboriginal Peo¬ 
ples, is a paramount cause 
of our times. It is our native 
peoples who occupy the 
North and it is the North 
where two-thirds of our re¬ 
source wealth lies. The 
courts are compelling us to 
deal with historic obliga¬ 
tions to the First Nations. 
Nineteenth-century treaties 
are being renegotiated. 

There are all these trends 
and there is the fact that 
while the European in¬ 
fluence wanes the na¬ 
tive peoples are the 
fastest growing seg¬ 
ment of Canada’s 
population. West¬ 
ern attitudes as¬ 
sumed the in¬ 
evitability of their 
disappearance. It isn’t 
happening. Given the 
environmental stress-

es and potential calamities, 
people are more open to ac¬ 
cepting the idea, as Saul 
puts it, that the world 
works in a different way 
than that suggested by the 
standard Western argu¬ 
ment. 

Saul, of course, is the 
partner of former governor 
general Adrienne Clarkson, 
who took up the native peo¬ 
ples ’ causes with vigour. 
The current Governor Gen¬ 
eral, Michaelle Jean, stood 
up mightily for their tradi¬ 
tions when she gorged a 
harp seal on Rankin Island 
and partook of its heart. 

Rideau Hall used to be the 
bastion of a colonialism 
that pursued strategies of 
Aboriginal sequestration or 
assimilation. Much has 
changed. Now its inhabi¬ 
tants recognize, as all Cana¬ 
dians should, that the na¬ 
tive peoples were a major 
inspiration in our past and 
essential players in our fu¬ 
ture.

Basic issues continue to tarnish relations 



In 2008, former Indian and 
Northern Affairs Minister 
Robert Nault noted some 
politicians believe Aborigi¬ 
nals will eventually aban¬ 
don their traditional 
lifestyles and become assim¬ 
ilated in the general popula¬ 
tion. He also said many bu¬ 
reaucrats don’t accept that 
First Nations constitute le¬ 
gitimate governments. 

If he’s right on both 
counts, it would help ex¬ 
plain Ottawa’s reluctance to 
rework the paternalistic re¬ 
lationship it has with Cana¬ 
da’s 1.2 million Aboriginals. 


Despite numerous 

amendments, the Indian 
Act of 1876 continues to 
frame relations between Ot¬ 
tawa and Aboriginals. Partic¬ 
ularly since 1969, when a 
federal White Paper on Indi¬ 
an Policy called for a repeal 
of the Indian Act, the rela¬ 
tionship has had two domi¬ 
nant themes: Calls for more 
funding to alleviate prob¬ 
lems of education, health 
and poverty; and the trans¬ 
fer of responsibility for gov¬ 
ernance and accountability 
to Aboriginals. 

In 2002, Nault introduced 
the Chretien government’s 
solution — the First Nations 
Governance Act. The legisla¬ 
tion was a major effort to al¬ 
ter governance and account¬ 
ability on reserves and bring 
First Nations people under 
the umbrella of the Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms. 
While a majority of rank-

and-file reserve residents 
supported the bill, Aborigi¬ 
nal leaders balked, partly be¬ 
cause no new money was 
proffered and because they 
didn’t want light shone on 
band financial management. 

But by 2005, Jean Chre¬ 
tien was gone and Paul Mar¬ 
tin was prime minister. 
Along with Aboriginal lead¬ 
ers and provincial premiers, 
he devised his alternative — 
the Kelowna Agreement. 
This time, it was not about 
governance, but money, 
specifically $5 billion to be 
spent over five years to 
achieve targets related to 
education, housing, health 
and economic development. 

Martin’s minority Liberal 
government was soon re¬ 
placed by Stephen Harper’s 


minority Conservatives. Ini¬ 
tially in favour of the Kelow¬ 
na Accord, the Tories gradu¬ 
ally backed away from its 
aggressive spending in 
favour of incremental im¬ 
provements — extending 
human rights legislation to 
reserves, speeding up land 
claims settlements, protect¬ 
ing Aboriginal womens’ 
rights, and investing in non¬ 
reserve Aboriginals. 

In fairness, the Harper 
government has made con¬ 
siderable progress on the 
Aboriginal file, but the basic 
issues — paternalism, lack 
of adequate governance and 
accountability, and, of 
course, poverty — continue 
to tarnish relations between 
Aboriginals and other Cana¬ 
dians.

General Motors said 
yesterday that it had 
received three binding 
takeover offers for Opel 
that it would consider to¬ 
gether with the European 
countries that would be 
affected by the deal.

wireless Bankrupt telecom 
equipment maker Nortel 
Networks, once one of the 
world’s biggest technology 
companies, said yesterday 
it has reached an agree¬ 
ment to sell its enterprise 
solutions unit, and was ad¬ 
vancing in talks to sell its 
other businesses. 

Toronto-based Nortel, 
which is North America’s 
biggest maker of tele¬

set a price of $475 million 
US for the business, which 
makes networks and gear 
for large corporate clients. 
Nortel is still looking for 
serious bidders for its 
Metro Ethernet Networks 
unit, which makes Inter¬ 
net infrastructure and in¬ 
cludes its optical and carri¬ 
er ethernet technology.

RRSPs into a non- 
registered plan and report 
the losses? — Charles 

0 No losses can be 
claimed on your tax 
return while in 
your RRSPs. However, sub¬ 
sequent losses outside 
your RRSP can be claimed 
as a capital loss and used to 
reduce capital gains in the 
current year, carried back 
three years or carried for¬ 
ward. Additionally, you 
maybe taxed on the partial 
withdrawal from your 
RRSPs. 

Investing in the stock 
market is a long-term com¬ 
mitment. Before the start 
of last year’s financial cri¬ 
sis, many novice investors 
experienced only market 
gains and believed stocks 


moved in one direction — 
up. This was a rude awak¬ 
ening for investors, novice 
and seasoned. 

After watching helpless¬ 
ly as their wealth evapo¬ 
rate between 30-50 per 
cent, investors had two 
choices: Hold and wait it 
out or run for the hills. 

Many short-term in¬ 
vestors took their losses 
and turned tail.

Strickland 'in 
phenomenal 
shape' says 
Levingston

The Halifax Rainmen are 
headed in a new 
direction. 

After a disappointing 
season that saw the Rain¬ 
men miss the playoffs, 
owner Andre Levingston 
has re-evaluated the fran¬ 
chise and has a fresh new 
strategy as he builds his 
roster for the 2010 Pre¬ 
mier Basketball League 
campaign. 

His approach last year 
was to sign the most 
skilled players he could 
find. And there weren’t 
enough basketballs — or 
minutes — to go around 
for his all-star calibre ros¬ 
ter. 

“Even though we were 
talented, the chemistry 
just wasn’t there,” Lev¬ 
ingston said. “We’re taking 
a different approach now. 
We want three or four core 
guys to be our horses. 
We’ll build our program 
around them and we’ll sur¬ 
round them with hard¬ 
working guys who under¬ 
stand and accept their 
roles.” 

Levingston hopes one of 
those horses is dynamic 
shooting guard Tony Ben¬ 
nett, who led the Rainmen 
in scoring last season with 
19.4 points per game. He 
hopes another is power 
forward Eric Croolcshanlc, 
the face of the franchise. 

From there, Levingston 
wants to bring in new 
starters at the point guard, 
small forward and centre 
positions, and he returned 
Sunday from a weeklong 


scouting journey that in¬ 
cluded stops in Los Ange¬ 
les, San Francisco and New 
York City. 

At point guard, Lev¬ 
ingston is targeting former 
Continental Basketball As¬ 
sociation all-star Jason 
McLeish and six-foot-six 
Trayvon Lathan. He’s also 
eyeing up six-foot-eight, 
295-pound centre DeAndre 
Thomas, a friend of Ben¬ 
nett’s. 

Perhaps the biggest 


name Levingston is after is 
six-foot-seven small for¬ 
ward Galen Young, a draft 
choice of the Milwaukee 
Bucks in 1999 and a for¬ 
mer CBA player of the 
year. 

“He would be one of the 
best three or four players 
in our league,” Levingston 
said. “He’s a smart veteran 
who understands the 
game. There aren’t many 
guys who can defend him.” 

Levingston plans to ex¬ 


tend a handful of contract 
offers this week and said 
he’s ready to “make sure 
the money’s right” to get 
Bennett back for another 
season. 

“Tony is a guy we can 
build our organization 
around,” Levingston said. 

“To have a guy like him 
and Croolcshanlc back, and 
if we’re lucky enough to 
land a couple of these oth¬ 
er guys... It could take our 
program to the next level.” 


If John Strickland returns 
to the Halifax Rainmen 
next season, expect him 
to be significantly leaner. 

Strickland, who played 
for the Rainmen last sea¬ 
son at six-foot-eight and 
275 pounds, has lost more 
than 40 pounds in the off¬ 
season, Rainmen owner 
Andre Levingston said. 

“He’s in phenomenal 
shape,” said Levingston, 
who spent time with 
Strickland in New York 
City last 
week. “If 
you saw 
Stride right 
now, you 
wouldn’t 
recognize 
him.” 

Strick¬ 
land, who 
averaged 
9.3 points 
and 5.4 rebounds per 
game last season, could be 
back in 2010, but Lev¬ 
ingston wants to make 
sure he’s ready to accept a 
backup role. Affable point 
guard Jimmy Twyman is 
in a similar situation. 

Strickland, who is a 
street-ball legend in New 
York, is using his connec¬ 
tions to help Levingston 
recruit and might be an¬ 
gling for a front-office po¬ 
sition down the road. 

“Strickland has a great 
pipeline — great relation¬ 
ships with great players 
— and that’s what you 
want from a GM,” Lev¬ 
ingston said. “Eventually I 
may have that conversa¬ 
tion with him.”

Josh Sacobie has achieved 
a lot as a football player 
and would like to accom¬ 
plish even more away 
from the sports field. 

Sacobie was quarter¬ 
back of the University of 
Ottawa Gee-Gees from 
2004 to 2008. During his 


time with the Gee-Gees, 
Sacobie set numerous 
passing records and was a 
perennial all-star. 

More impressive than the 
stats is his commitment to 
give back to the Aboriginal 
community. Sacobie is 
originally from Fredericton, 
N.B., and is a member of 
the Maliseet First Nation. 

“There is a tremendous 
amount of work that needs 
to be done,” explained 
Sacobie. “ft is unacceptable 
that many Aboriginal com¬ 
munities live in Third 


World conditions in a First 
World country. I have the 
opportunity to share my 
struggles, but also to talk 
about my successes.” 

In the summers of 2007 
and 2008, Sacobie put his 
principles into action. He 
worked with the Cree Na¬ 


tion of Mistissini in north¬ 
ern Quebec. The communi¬ 
ty is located about 1,100 
kilometres northeast of Ot¬ 
tawa. 

“My first summer there, I 
helped establish a football 
camp. It was great bringing 
football to a community 


that had never played it,” 
he said. “For my second 
summer, I worked as a 
child-care worker. I spent 
most of my time just listen¬ 
ing.” 

Even though Sacobie 
holds a degree from the 
University of Ottawa, it is 
unlikely he will hold an of¬ 
fice job in the future. 

“The thought of nine-to- 
five scares me. My passion 
will always be worldng with 
Aboriginal people. That is 
how I feel I can make a posi¬ 
tive contribution.”

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Aboriginal diabetes 

New project offers better access to education and healthy food

“Many times the kids tell 
stories of their families be¬ 
ing sick/’ writes a Grade 3 
teacher in the Sandy Lake 
First Nations community 
in Ontario. 

The teacher is talking 
about diabetes and finds 
the eight-year-olds have 
heard of it. She is one 
link in the Sandy Lake 
Health and Diabetes Proj¬ 
ect, conceived in 1991 to 
increase physical activity 
and encourage healthy 
eating in the aboriginal 
community. Sandy Lake 
now has better walking 
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trails, better access to 
healthy food and better 
education. 

The project — which is 
a collaboration between 
the local First Nation 
band council and Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto re¬ 
searchers — is a good ex¬ 
ample of how grass roots 
enthusiasm can improve 
Aboriginal Peoples’ 
health. 

In Quebec, a similar ini¬ 
tiative — The Kahnawake 
Schools Diabetes Preven¬ 
tion Project — teaches 
children how to avoid dia¬ 
betes. 

Diabetes is three to five 
times more common in 
First Nations people than 
in the general Canadian 
population. It is one of 
many modern illnesses 
that strike hard in this 
community. Why? Al¬ 
though genetic differences 
may play a small part, the 
culprits are the same ones 
that affect us all. 

“Low activity levels, ex¬ 
cess calories, processed 
foods and stress are toxic 
to everybody,” says Dr. 
Anthony Hanley (PhD), 
Canada research chair in 
diabetes epidemiology at 
the University of Toronto. 
“They result in diabetes 
and obesity. It is happen¬ 
ing quicker in indigenous 
and marginalized popula¬ 
tions.” 



Diabetes is three to five times more common in First Nations peo¬ 
ple than in the general Canadian population. The culprits include 
low activity levels, excess calories, processed foods and stress. 


Often appalling living 
conditions make healthy 
choices difficult: “It is not 
a simple mat¬ 
ter of genet¬ 
ics,” agrees 
Dr. Malcolm 
King, scien¬ 
tific director 
of Aboriginal Peoples’ 
Health at the Canadian 
Institutes for Health Re¬ 
search, who is based at 
the University of Alberta 
in Edmonton. “Look to 
the environment for un¬ 
derlying causes.” 
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Poverty, overcrowded 
housing, lack of running 
water and lousy access to 
health serv¬ 
ices and sup¬ 
plies are the 
roots of the 
problem, he 
says. 

He believes research 
and development are 
needed in improving 
these basic needs. 

“Such research will al¬ 
low us to better design 
programs to reduce the 
vulnerability of aborigi¬ 
nal populations to dis¬ 
eases for which the un¬ 
derlying causes are social 
factors that are consid¬ 
ered in countries such as 
Canada to be the rights of 
all individuals.” 


Jealousy turned fatal 



n assessing the mental 
state of M.T. — the 
Toronto teenager who 
badgered D.B., a guy 
she had been briefly in¬ 
volved with, to stab 14-year- 
old Stefanie Rengel to death 
in January of last year — the 
Crown’s expert said she 
could evolve into someone 
like the dangerously obses¬ 
sive character portrayed by 
actor Glenn Close in the 
1987 movie Fatal Attrac¬ 
tion. Remember? The 
boiled pet bunny scene? 

While the defence may 
argue that this is a sensa¬ 
tional analogy, the emerg¬ 
ing portrait of a young 
women who has displayed 
anger, jealousy and manip¬ 
ulation with at least three 
boyfriends, who is needy 
and attention-seeking and 
has abandonment and re¬ 
jection issues, doesn’t ex¬ 
actly make her the poster 
child for healthy relation¬ 
ships. 

Sure, we’ve all had our 
jealous moments. In fact, I 
never trust those people 
who proudly claim: “I sim¬ 
ply don’t get jealous.” 

Biologists say jealousy is 
in our evolutionary inter¬ 
est as it keeps our mate 
from straying. Anthropolo¬ 
gists say it doesn’t exist in 
cultures where relation¬ 
ships outside of marriage 
are accepted. Psychologists 
say people who have expe¬ 
rienced abandonment in 
their lives are often ex¬ 


tremely jealous out of fear 
of losing their partner. 

Anthropologist Helen 
Fisher studied the brain ac¬ 
tivity of people who were 
spurned by a lover and dis¬ 
covered that “the 
dopamine produced when 
we fall in love occurs in the 
‘rewards system’ of the 
brain. When the brain real¬ 
izes that a reward is de¬ 
layed in coming, other 
parts of the reward system 
— those associated with 
motivation and focused at¬ 
tention — sustain their ac¬ 
tivity.” 

In other words, when we 
are rejected, we often be¬ 
come more focused on get¬ 
ting that person’s attention. 
To add to that, the stress of 
not getting what you want 
further elevates levels of 
dopamine. Fisher coined 
the term, “Frustration At¬ 
traction” for this condition. 
You might know it as obses¬ 
sion. 

Certainly, when we’re 
younger and lacking the ex¬ 
perience and emotional ma¬ 
turity to handle the heady 
mix of feelings that rela¬ 
tionships bring, jealousy 
can be an immature re¬ 
sponse. But most of us even¬ 
tually learn the destructive 
nature of this emotion and 
know when to curb it. 

If we don’t, one can be¬ 
come so consumed by it 
that it causes them to kill 
someone or to kill them¬ 
selves, explains Fisher. 

One can only hope, as her 
defence argues, that M.T. 
will gain better control over 
her emotional issues as she 
ages. Sadly, Stefanie Rengel 
will never have that chance.

Shot on a budget 
that producer Sobey de¬ 
scribes as “less than your 
traditional pilot,” The Time 
Traveler got around its 
budgetary limitations by ap¬ 
proaching the project like 


an indie feature. 

“You use a small crew, 
you shoot on the street, you 
get really great shots and 
sound, fantastic perform¬ 
ances, and you take your 
time putting it together,” 
says Story. 

APTN Director of Pro¬ 
gramming Peter Stmtt says 
Time Traveler is part of the 
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channel’s increased empha¬ 
sis on drama — particularly 
drama with an appeal out¬ 
side its core audience. 

“There will always be our 
niche programs. But oppor¬ 
tunities do arise with some 
programs to crossover into 
new audiences,” says Stmtt. 

APTN has joined with 
other specialty channels in 
recent years on crossover 
fare. Recent successes in¬ 
clude the casino-set drama 
Cashing In (made with 
Showcase), and the creepy 
crime drama Rabbit Fall, 
which aired not only on 
APTN, but Vision and Space. 

“In collaborations, we can 
maximize limited resources 
and support more drama,” 
says Stmtt.

4 tbsp (60 ml) extra virgin 
olive oil 

1 red onion, finely 
chopped 

2 garlic cloves, finely

1 can (398 ml) diced toma¬

2 tbsp (10 ml) sundried 
tomato paste 

1/2 cup (125 ml) dry red

1 bay leaf

parsley

3 small eggplants, cut into 
1 /2-in. (1-cm) slices 

3 zucchinis, thinly sliced 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) ground 
cumin 

14 oz (400 g) plain low-fat 
yogourt 
2 eggs, beaten 
2 tbsp (25 ml) freshly grat¬ 
ed Parmesan cheese

4. Preheat oven to 350 
F(180 C). Stir cumin into 
half the yogourt. Arrange 
one-third of eggplant 
slices, in one layer, in 2 V 2 - 
qt (2.5-1) ovenproof dish.
